He was horn in WhitcchapcT.

As might be expected, the Op- 
position captain became at mice an 
out-and-out SaEvntionist fighter.

At the Farm, as nt know from 
personal observation, and from the 
reports of Officers, who constantly 
visit there, these men are treated 
with all the kindness and considera- 
tion that is possible, and from the 
side of pliysical comfort they are 
well placed. 

Hut think of the humiliation and 
bitterness of soul which must come 
to a respectable man who has, lo 
obtain food ami shelter, to go 
through even the barest formality of 
being charged wiili vagrancy and 
sentenced. 

Time for Action 

IS it not time, even though war 
' business must take first place, that 
sonic move was made in the direc- 
tion of providing old-age pensions? 
\\ e have beard of some instances of 
hardships whicli arc enough to make 
angcLs weep. 

Here again The Salvation Army 
could help if the funds necessary 
were available.

bacon than in a pound of beef, teal 
or mutton. The fat' constituent oi 
bacon is of particular advantage to 
men working and fighting iu thu 
open air. 

Another advantage of bacon and 
other hog products in the present 
circumstances of this war is that 
there is less "shrinkage" in the han- 
dling: oi hogs. The difference be- 
tween a live hog; and a bog killed 
and dressed ts only 25 per cent. In 
other animals it is SO per cent. 

Beef is second only to bacon in 
food value, percentage of shrinkage, 
per ccBtage of bone, and economy of 
handling. This explains why beef and 
•hascoa are the meats especially re- 
quirtd for export, and why the 
people of Canada are asked to con- 
serve thesz.

PLACE NAMES IN CANADA ~ 

CANADA has always afforded a 
rich field for the study of place 
names. With such a variety of back- 
grounds, furnished by Indians and 
settlers from many differing coun- 
tries, its geography lr a mosaic of its 
history. 

Many people of greater or less 
prominence will have their names 
live after them in out-of-the-way 
places. There is a Sifton Lake in 
Pontiac County, Quebec, named 
after Sir Clifford Sifton, Grasett 
township and station in Algoma do 
honour to Toronto's Chief of Police, 
while Earl Grey mount and pass in 
British Columbia derive their name 
from the fact that the former Gov- 
ernor-General went on a horseback 
trip through the pass in 1907. 

After all the prettiest places In 
Canada arc derived from the In- 
dians, whether the Micmacs of the 
Maritime Provinces or the tribes of . 
the mountains, and the Pacific 
Coast. Pctitcodiac, in New Bruns- 
wick, means "the river that Itends 
back." Ooibabika Day in Lake Nipi- 
gon means "the gap between two 
promontories." Okotoka, a mount 
and .1 town south of Calgary, are 
Indian for "stony crossing," refer- 
ring to a ford of Sheep River, Kitj- 
raat, a village and an arm of Doug- 
las Cliaimel in British Columbia, ia 
Indian for "the people of the snow" 
while Kaslo means "where black- 
be i tics grnw."

SOAP FROM A TREE 

IT is suggested by a writer In

plies raw material for the manufac- 
ture of soap and other articles whleli 
require an ingredient with sapona- 
ceous properties, This material may 
even be used as soap without com- 
pounding. By shredding the hull and 
using it with water as if it were 
soap a perfect lather Is readily ob- 
tained, and some authorities state 
that ttie cleansing qualities are su- 
perior to manufactured soaps. The 
extract's efficiency as a foam-produ- 
cer makes it useful as an ingredient 
in carbonated beverages. The kernel 
yields a fixed oil, which some say 
for culinary purposes 3s equal to 
otlvc oil. Some therapeutic value Is 
also attributed to the nuts. 

The wood of the tree Is close- 
grained, takes a good polish, and Ji 
said to be well adapted for furnitures 
making. The tree grows to a height! 
of fifty feet.
